Before the tcnninatiou of iiie pres- 
ent session it is to be hoped tLo House 
will devote its attention to a recouBid- 
eratioti of the Public Seliools Act in- 
troduced by the Provincial Sccretmy 
and passed on Tliurnlay last. The 
measure, doubtlcssi, contains some pro- 
visions that are good; hut it is by no 
moans as.perfect as so important an 
Act should be. One of its most objcc- 
tionablo featui-cs is that thorn is no in- 
termediate power between tlie local 
Honrda of Trustees and the teacliers. 
The Trustees are given full power to 
appoint and dismiss. This jirovisioa 
may, on the face of it, appear fair and 
reasonable; but on reflection it will, 
we think, be admitted that .so great a 
power in the administration of tlie 
educational .system slicmld not have 
been conferred unless, at tlie same 
time, soiuo clioek or \etoing power 
existed. We must be permitted to 
suppose that School Trustees are but 
liumaii and that being so it is quite 
])ossible — nay, probable — that in di.s- 
triots M-liei'e prejudices are strong the 
teacher would not ;it all times meet 
with justice at their hands. It may be 
readily imagined, for instance, that 
offence given to a trustee by a teacher 
in liis non-ofBcial cajiacity would not 1 le 
entirely forgotten when it becaiuo the 
duty of that trustee to deal with the 
leauher in his oflicial capacity. It is 
also quite witiiin the limits of possi- 
bilities for 11 trustee to be the fatiicr of 
a pupil attending the public seliool of 
the disti'ict in wliicli he resides, but it 
by no means follows that the child is 
l)rillinnt simjily brcau.'jc of the parental 
trustee. Still, \vi may A eiuure to state, 
tliat if the child stood at the foot of 
the class tlie trustee would be more 
prone to attribute the fact to in- 
ofBciency on the part of the teacher- - 
an inefficiency whicli might bo pui ely 
imaginary— than to the density of his 
child's intellect. In the event of the 
child standing at the head of the class 
it is natiU'al to supjiose the trustee 
would think too much of the teacher 
and do all in bis power to retain his 
services. In many other respects it 
must occur t<i our readers that it is not 
desirable tlmt teachers should be plac- 
ed solely under the control of the local 
trustees. The jjosition of the teacher 
.shouhl be rendered as free as possible 
so that he can discharge his duty con 
Kcientiously and without fear or favor. 
This will not, we think, lie accomplished 
hy making it one undi.'r the solo con- 
trol of a Board of Trustees. They 
might well be clothed with the power 
to recommend an a])pointment or a 
dismissal; but to give tliem an autlior 
Ity, in the exercise of which they may 
be swayed by local jjrejudice.s, is as- 
suredly an ill-advised stop. The bill 
also confers powers on the Superinten- 
dent of Education w liicli are very great 
— powers whicli, in tlie hands of one 
man only, may at any time become 
dangerous. In tin's functionary is vest- 
ed the sole right to select, adopt and 
prescribe the te.xt-books to be used in 
the public schools; he is to be permitted 
to issue certificates, designated tem- 
porarv certificates, to persons who may 
he in no way accjuainted with the 
art of teaciiiug or who may be 
unable to parse a sentence of the Eng- 
lish language; and he is to have an as- 
sistant who will be called an Inspector 
instead of Assistant Su])erintendent. 
These powers are altogether loo large 
for one man to enjoy, more espociallv 
so since no appeal from his decisions is 
provided. Again, it is stipulated tluit 
first-class certificates shall e.\pire at the 
end of every four years, wJieu the hold- j 
ers must again come up for e.xaiuina- j 
tion to show what they have lost or ' 
gained in the iiitei-val. Suppose a bill , 
were ])assed to compel medical men or : 
lawyers, to come before a board of c.x- ; 
aminers every four years to disclose ! 
whether they were still entitled to hold 
a diploma. lu ery one would exclaim j 
"ridiculousl" But tliat. requirement 
would not be a whit more ridiculous 
than the demantl that is to b(? made 
upon lioklers of first-class certificates as ' 
teaoher.s. Amid a pile of rubljish gcins 
have been found ; and in the busliel of j 
chaff that the School Bill contains is! 
found a grain of good, practical sense. ! 
We favor the establishment of separate 
.schools for the se.Kcs wheiTver prai'ticn- 
ble. During the delmtu on tin- r.vii- 
sure ona of the members for (.'ariboo ' 
introduced himself as a bright and liv- ' 
iag e.vample of the excellenoo of the | 
mixed .system ; but the moral ex[)er- ' 
icnce of others may not, have beeii so ! 
pleasant. Separate schools will cost 
more than mixed schools to maintain ; 
but in educating the voting there arr* 
tdnsiderationK whicli must wei<:li far 
more heavily Hum the single innsidei a. 
Uon of economy.

A writer in our contemporary is 
misinformed as to the object of the sur- 
vey ordered by the Muuiciiiality. It 
will in no way interfere with existing 
boundaries. It is to a great extent a 
preliminary work. As is well known 
the city is not l-iid net on the ground 
as it is on what is known as the ofiicial 
map. During the great rush the sur- 
veyors were hurried in their work, and 
in a great many iiibtaiices owners of 
pruiierty destroyed tlie original stakes 
and placed their buildings and fences 
out.side the proposed liiU'S. The work 
that is now to done was, we believe, 
advocated liy Mr. Bi;>iiikiitox, the for- 
mer Surveyor Ueueral, many ycar.sago; 
but for somo cause was not then un- 
(bu'taker. What is now to be done 
is called a '•topographical survey" 
of the city. .\ccurate plans will be 
prepai'iid showing the jiresent dinien 
sions of blocks and the irregularities of 
street lines. The street lines will then 
be determiiuul upon by a commission of 
gentlemen wlioaiv sufliciently acquaint 
ed with the original bciniidaries to en 
aide them to decide any (picstiou that 
may arise. These lines will be marked 
on the grouiul and mi the plan. An 
act of the legislature can then be pass- 
ed to legalise this map and make it the 
official niaj) of Victoria.

] itants were living in the grossest hea- 
thenism, spending their time in the de- 
grading dance, dog-eating, and were in 
; fear of theii- "medicine men." Itrnor- 
i aiue and shauie were the shi'iiie the\' 
, worshipped, blappily, this is changed. 
' Heathenism is among the things which 
were A comfortable cliurch is now 
, the place where old and young rejiair 
i to worship, and its seating cajiacity of 
eight hundred is idl utilizeil. .-V large 
day school, etheiently taught by AHss 
Knott, has l.'iO on the roll. The old, 
dila]iidated wigwams are fast disap- 
pearing, giving ])lace to order and 
beauty. Streets have been laid out, 
iiiid tiffy-two well fniined nud substHrt- 
tial frame houses have been erected, 
presenting a clefiii and cozv interior, 
and outwardly a pleasant aspect to the 
traveller. Thirty iiior(? are prejiaring 
and contemplate building the coming 
summer. The shingles, saslies and 
doors are made and all carpentei'-work 
tloiie by the natives. During the win- 
ter a bridge TiOO feet long and 8 feet 
wide was constructed, connecting the 
island with the mainland. .V hoinefor 
young women in eoiinectioii with the 
mission is now underweigh, and will 
shortly be couqdeted. The village shows 
that the aborigines of British Colum- 
bia have am]ile c'lpacitj", and are sus- 
ceptible of great improvement when 
taught and led on by such an indefati- 
gable missionary as the Kev. Tliomas 
Crosby. 1'iie people seem to have par 
taken of his energy. 

In the \ ill:ige there are thrc(' stores, 
the lion. Hudson ISavCo.'s post, super- 
intended by .Mr. Hall, anotiier kept 
by Rh'. .Morrison, and a third by Al- 
fred Dudaward.

Mr. Hi C. Courtney apijoarod fur tlm 
prosecution and jMr. A. T. D. i^IcElmon for 
tlio dc^ehco. 

Mr. MoElmen .said his client did not 
intend to deny that an assault had l)oen 
committed, but it wa.s contended th;it 
there were circumstances in u-xtonuation. 
The prosecutor Iiad an unfortunate liabit 
of writing letters to the newbpapura, and 
over a noia lie plume — "One of the Pco- 
plaZ^hi^^luvd addressed a. communication 
tol23i-e'CoJoitisi..which reflected on the do- 
fendnnt and very much enraged him. It 
was in oonsequenco of tliis that tho dcfend- 
ftnthiid struck the prosecutor tho first time 
ho met him. Baker was prepared to ad- 
mit that 11 breach of the peace liad been 
comniittcd, but tho affair was different 
from an unprovoked or violent assault. 
To prove tho existcneo of extenuating 
circumstances tho learned counsel would, 
with i)ermissiou of the court, read the 
letter .to which his client took exception. 
A breach of tlie peace could not of cour.se 
be approved of, neitlier should anony- 
mous newsp.aper attacks ho countenanced. 

Mr. Courtney asked what on earth a 
letter appearing in Tlie Coloiiisi could have 
to do with an assault coiuiuitted on .lames 
Bay bridge? 

Defendant - -It ha.s a good deal to do 
with it. 

Mr. Courtney asked that tho Court 
would see that he was iu)t interrupted by 
tho defendant. 

Tho Court said that it did not desire to 
hoar the letter read. 

Mr. Coiu'tney Huluuittcd that the coun- 
sel for tho defence had pursued a wi.se 
fouvso in pleading guilty. It was nil very 
well, however, to say that the defendant 
had only given tho prosecutor ''a gentle 
tap." A gentle tap from a man like Geo. 
Baker to an old num (iO years of ago like 
the prosecutor was no joke. Dcular 
demonstration would prove that an atroci- 
ous assault had been committed on the 
pfbiieovtor and the defendant was doubt- 
less ashamed to let the evidence be heard. 
If the Court decided to accept tho plea 
of guilty the case could be dealt withs.nn- 
mai'ily and a lino of B2Cl and costs or two 
months' imprisonmenc and costs could be 
imposed. Had the prosecutor been young 
and able to defend himself tho lussault 
would no.t have been so serious. The 
learned coiiiisel would ask the Court to 
impose tho full penalty. 

Tho'Court decided to hear the evidence 
of the prosecutor to a.sccitain if he had 
sustained material injury. 

Mr. McElmon objected, a.s his client 
had already pleaded guilty. 

The Court overruled tho objection. 

The prosecutor then being swm-n, ile- 
posed that on Thursday afternoon he was 
crossing James Bay bridge iu conii]any 
with Mr. R. E. Green v.lien tlic defen- 
dant, in an appiii-ently friendly manner, 
came' up to him and said lie (witness) 
ought not to have insulted him and his 
fanniily in that letter in The Colonist.

Mr. Courtney said it was very irregular 
for the defendant to be sworn before the 
evidence for the prosecution was exliaust- 
od. 

Tho Court decided to hear the defen- 
dant's evidence who, being BWuni, said 
that the reason he hit the prosecutor was 
because ho had written the letter appcar- 
injj 'iu T/tii Colduisi under the head of 
the "Club ami the Pen, ' ivhich reflected 
on him and Jiis family. He met tho 
prosecutor on \ho, bridge on Thunsday 
and asked liiiii why ho had written the 
letter and tho prosecutor replied that Tlic.

They show that 10:> ves.sols, repre- 
senting an .aggregate of 102, liG!) toii-i, 
sailed from Burrard Inlet during tho last 
three years. The yaluc of tho cargoes 
carried by those ves.sols is estimated at a 
million and a half dollars and in 28 in- 
stances it is stated ships entered the Inlet 
without the assistance of tow boats. The 
agricultural produce ra'sed in tho district 
during tho ye.ar ISr.S represented a money 
value of §100,000. exclusive of the value 
of butter, chceso .ind eggs, which articles 
have been produced iu consideralile qu; n- 
tities. It is also estimated that there are 
at least 3,800 head of cattle, 350 horses 
and 380 sheep in the district, which i.s ra- 
pidly increasing in population and impor- 
tance.

Londo.v, April 4. — Egyptian otllcers 
sent to break up tlio .slave depot.s at 
Bahr, Elgozal and Kordofan report an 
engagenifciit with Suleiman,' the chief 
slii\ e trader and owner of twenty-five 
depots, ill which were found women 
alone awaiting inijiortation into Egypt 
to the'numlier of 10,000.

It was the policy of the (iovermnent 
to give a drawback to all -X/'agadiaa 
manufactures e.\ported from .Canad.a. 
In the ease of sugar the Government 
hatl decided to impose couiitervailing 
dutie.s. The CJovernment would ask 
authority to impose duties on the value 
of all imported articles irrespective of, 
that i.s really inclmUng, the value of 
the drawback given in iiny foreign 
country. The Americans at lea.st .should 
not object to this process, for the aver- 
age percontagoof duty on United .States 
articles ..i,s only about 10 per cent., 
whilo .tho average piercentage on 
English goods imported is a little under 
17 per cent. No man need de.spair of 
Canada if Canada was wisely governed, 
and that this hopefulnes.s for the future 
arose altogether from a contemplation 
of the first seven successful years of 
Liberal- Conservative rule in Canada. 
In forming the tariff' the < lovcrninent 
have paid attention to the general inter- 
ests of tho country. It would havo 
been easy to raise a revenue without 
protecting tho public iiulustries, but 
the object was to yirotect them, and 
this object has been most frankly and 
ably attempted, and with results which 
we contemplate with the greatest sat- 
isfaction. In the formation of tho 
tarill" certain jiriui-iples have been 
followed. 'I'liu.s, in a gi\'en class iif 
manufactures, such as cottons for e.K- 
ainiile, tho.se special blanches of that 
clas.H of manufacture which arc carried 
on, or which arc possible to be carried 
on in Canada, are selected for the high- 
est duty. Again, ono of the greatest 
dilficulties felt by the Government in 
dealing with the reariaiigenuuit of tin; 
tariff has been tho liabituiil undervalua- 
tion of American goods entered here. 
The Government will appoint ox])erts 
for the purpose of pre'venting this un- 
dervaluation, and will insist on all 
goods being entered at the cost of them 
or the ]U'ice of t\ii:\u in the 
nearest market or place of j)'.u'uliase 
abroad. Again, as most of our busi 
nesB difliculties. , of necessity ai iso, or 
havo arisen, from our contiguity to the 
United States, and from their slaught- 
ering in our inarket.s, it was quite 
right, independent of all loyal consider- 
ation.s, that the bulk of tho tariff' 
changos.^onld be laftd^ to affect the 
importations from that rival country. 
In the matter of coal, tin? Government 
havo given a duty of fifty conts per ton 
on all coals and coke. Of late a claim 
had b'een made by some persons inter- 
ested in the coal trade of Nova .Scotia, 
and favoured by some Western mem- 
bers also, in favour of a still higher 
duty on coal in order to give the coal 
mines of Nova Scotia n still wider mar- 
ket. But the Government has given 
all tiiat has ever been publicly asked 
for, either in Parliament or on the 
hustings, or in the press of Nova Scotia. 
It is considered by tho Crovernment 
that the result of the duty will be an 
increased consumption of at least 400,- 
000 of tons coal from Nova Scotia, inde- 
pendent of the increase that will arise 
from the general business revival of 
the country, and iiarticularly from the 
probable revival of the iron interests 
in Nova Scotia itself and elsewhere. 
In the matter of spirits, the new tariff 
will be found to contain principles put 
into practice which commend them- 
selves to the ]iopulation in general. In 
the lirsfc place there is a considerable 
increase in tho duty of ardent spirits. 
In the next place the excisi; duty on 
spirits is increased to keep [i;ice with 
customs duty, and finally there is a de- 
crease in the excise on nialt liquors in 
favor of home nnuiufacture and homo 
consuiuption of the l(;.i.st deleterious 
form of all stimulants. The gooti re- 
sults of this may be seen almost as 
quickly as the results of any other part 
of the policy, for duties with regard to 
liquors always show their efleets speed- 
ily, because the consumption in so 
speedy and so great. The wine duties 
have been arranged with a few to a 
possible trade with France and Spain 
if the results of .Sir A. T. C^ult's mis- 
sion should be iis siiccessful as it is 
hoped it may be eventually. But a 
duty of 30 per cent, ad valorem and 25 
cents additional per gallon can easily 
be amended by striking off the ad val- 
orem import and bringing the "25 cents 
per gallon for rerenue purposes alone, 
since the article is not one likely to 
come into collision with Canadian in- 
dustries. The imposition of specific 
duties in a greater number than before 
is another feature of tho new tariff", 
about which a good deal of criticism 
will gather. In considering pig iron, 
]\Ir. Tilley said that the Government 
had given the subject much attention. 
In Nova Scotia, there were va.st do- 
poists of iron side by side with coal. 
But it was not in Nova Scotia alone 
that iron existed. In Ontario there 
was an abundance of it, and in the 
valley of tho Ottawa, in Nova Scotia, 
and in New Brunswick the production 
of iron might produce beneficial result. 
Iron is tha basis of the prosperity of 
England and the United States. It 
might also be the foundation of the 
future prosperity of Canada. The de- 
cided protection given to the iron in- 
dustry of Canada in the tarifl" will 
meet with applause from ono end of 
the countx-y to the other. In the mat- 
ter of clocks, ib will be noticed that 
one of 'th'^ niany industricsof Hamilton 
has not been overlooked, but has been 
treated with judicious liberality. Mv. 
Tilley had some doubts about this item 
at first, but had studied th'e matter 
more closely, and had como to the con- 
clusion that jtli'efdock industry 6f Ham- 
ilton -waaiOne'lliaS'd'eBerved protection. 
The producti^h'Q^ .^HiO ^parser kind of 



wool goods is also encouraged, as will 
bo noticed in tho tariff" by a duty 
graduated according to the capacity of 
Canaila for producing the articles. The 
agricultural industries of country will 
not need to complain or neglect, for the 
tariff' provides for' a considerable duty 
on all products of tlie farm which are 
likely to come into competition with 
our own, cattle, breadstulis, grains and 
fruits having l.ieen given a protection, 
which, when it was announced in the 
llou.se, was received with rounds of 
applause from tho Ministerial benche.s. 

Mr. Tilley dealt at some length with 
RUg,'\r question. Ho showed how un- 
der the colour stantlard tho United 
States refiners hatl obtained a draw- 
back higher than was intended, but 
Congress had not altered or rejected 
the duty. Tho ad valorem principle 
was the best one to adopt in all pos 
sible cases. The polariscopo enabled 
testiirs to test tho value of sugar.s, but 
not in all cases. The C!ovcrnmont 
seeing the difficulties in the way of a 
purely ad valorem duty, fell back on 
tho project of 1SG8, altering slightly 
tho ad valorem rate of duty; The duty 
would be on all sugars, above No. 14, 
ono cent per pound and 35 pei- cent, 
ad valorem. The difl'erence of duty is 
thus five per cent, iu favor of the re- 
finers, a result whicli must bo satis- 
factory to those who have fought the 
hard battle of the sugar question in 
Canada. No duty will bo charged on 
the packages containing sugar. .Direct 
encouragement is given to the direct 
importation of products from the West 
Indies and every reasonable oncourage- 
meut is given to the recovery and re- 
tention of tho great West India trade, 
which has been so quickly passing 
awav. The alteration of tho duties on 
tea, as will bo jierceived when the tariff" 
is fully published, ia right in the line 
of the policy which the present ^Minis- 
ters pursueil while in power. The 
time has come for tlio Govornnient of 
the country, said the Finance Minister, j 
to inaugurate a jiolicy of ]u-otecting in j 
aid of our own industries. The estiiiiat- |
